SUPPLEMENT TO A PASTURE 


Feeding Corn Silage Is Most Economi­ 
cal Method of Supplying Feed to 
Help Out Pasture. 
I 
(By R. G. WEATHERSTON^) 
Green crops fed as a supplement to j 
pasture may be fed in the pasture or ! 
in the barn lot but as a rule are fed I 
most economically in the barn. 
The I 
cows remain inside long enough at 
milking time to eat their portions. 
As a rule 
the 
most economical 
method of supplying feed to help out j 
the short pastures of midsummer and j 
tall is to feed corn silage. Silage will 
keep in good condition for summer 
feeding with no loss except on the 
surface. 
If it is not needed during 
the summer, it may be covered with 
the new silage and kept until wanted 
Corn furnishes a larger yield of dry 
matter per acre than any crop that 
can be ordinarily grown for summer I 
feeding, and has the further advan- : 
iage of being on hand as early as \ 
wanted. 
It is handled more economically also ; 
than soiling crops since it is cut all j 
at once and not every day as is neces- j 
sary with soiling crops. 
It should be remembered that it is \ 
only possible to feed a bunch of cows I 
economically w hen they are fed aa j 
individuals and not as a herd. 
A I 
too common 
practice, even in the j 
otherwise well conducted herds, is for i 
all animals to be fed the same amount j 
of grain, regardless of the time they 
have been in milk or the quantity of 
milk the individual cow*s are produc­ 
ing. 
Such feeding always lacks econ­ 
omy, as the high producing cow’ does 
not get enough, arid while she may 
milk very well for a time, she soon 
comes down to a lower level, while 
the 
lighter 
producing cow 
usually 
gets too much feed and accumulates 
fat.

though denounced by the more parti-j

It made rather moderate \ 
reductions in the duties on woolen* 
goods, cottons, linens, silks, pig iron. I 
steel billots, steel rails, china, glass- j 
ware* and earthenware.

The bill passed the house February 
I, 1S9I, by a vote of 182 to 10G, sixty- 
one members not veiling.

IV. How the Short Ballot Aided Gov. Wilson in New Jersey 


A few months after he had launched the Short Ballot 
campaign, Woodrow Wilson was elected Governor of 
New Jersey. 
In this position he had some excellent op­ 
portunities to put his theories to practical test. 
One day the State “boss” of New Jersey left the ex­ 
ecutive offices at Trenton in a state of mental perturba­ 
tion, all brought on by a polite ‘‘good afternoon” from Mr. 
Wilson. 
The incident is still fresh in everyone’s mind. 
But how many realize what light it throws upon the 
system of government in New Jersey? 
The fact is, Mr. Wilson knew, better than the 
“bosses,” where their weakness lay and how' they could 
be out done. 
New Jersey, so far as its State administration is concerned, is 
built on Ihe Short Ballot plan. 
The Governor is the only elective State 
officer, so that when the people have chosen him they have the key to the 
whole thing. 
Had there been a number of minor elective offices, each with 
his string of camp followers, in the Legislature and in the various offices 
up and down the State, it is questionable whether Governor Wilson could 
ever have put through his great program of constructive reform. 
Governor 
Hughes, in New York, had started out on the same road, but at every step 
he found himself blocked by elective subordinates whom he could not control. 


But Woodrow Wilson struck the machine one sharp blow' and it forth­ 
with collapsed. 
He knew his own power and he accepted the responsibilities 
which went with it and became a real party leader. 
He purposed not only 
to execute the laws, but to take a leading part in fashioning them and getting 
them on the statute books in the first instance. 


In acting with so much Independence, the Governor was by no means 
trying to disrupt his part}'. 
He draws a sharp distinction, all too seldom 
made, between real parties and mere office-and-favor-seeking aggregations. 
“Parties are not only necessary,” he says, “but desirable, in order that con­ 
viction upon great public questions may be organized and bodies of men of 
like opinion and purpose brought together in effective and habitual co-opera­ 
tion. 
Successful, orderly government is impossible without them. 
But the 
argument for our own particular organization of parties is quite another 
matter.” ................... 


He goes on to show that because we have always insisted on electing so 
many officers, an organization has been necessary to do the work of filling 
the offices for, as he says, “The voter has not leisure, and therefore, has not the 
knowledge for the difficult and intricate business.” 


The inference is clear:--When we get the Short Ballot, party organiza­ 
tions, as we have known the n, will be relegated to the scrap-heap, and real 
parties representing valid differences of opinion, will come to their own.
